The School Law aid fhc Liquor Traffic. 


Section 1667 of the school law of California provides that 


"instruction must be given in all grades of school and in all 
classes during school hours during the entire school course, in 
manners and morals, and upon the nature of alcoholic drinks and 
narcotics and their effects upon the human system." 


Why was this provision inserted in the school laws? Was it 


not to Tram and prepare the growing generation for the evils 
•which they must inevitably encounter in the liquor traffic? 


Restriction of the liquor traffic is demanded for the same rea- 


son that Section 1667 was incorporated in the school law. Re- 
striction limits and confines a business which the law requires 
that children shall be taught to regard as an evil and a menace. 


Yet we are told that the people" should vote down regulation 


and restriction because regulation and restriction will decrease 
the number of men who can make money by selling intoxicants 
and the number of bartenders employed in saloons. We are of- 
fered an argument which in effect is a contention that an ad- 
ir»fHw? BT)d ]cfnT\V TWOfl-niTPfl evfl ehflll Via tr«»«}fWI ao B rvrotprtprj 
industry. We are told tbat a bartender's job is worth more to a 
community than decency and order and morality. 


Heavy Rains Good for Orchards. 


The heavy, protracted rains have greatly benefited orchards. 


Three dry seasons in succession had so dried out the soil that 


sP 


affected. Last season stone fruits on unirrigated lands did not 
come up to the normal standard in size and flavor. The trees 
shed their leaves early, and much unmatured fruit dropped off. 


Orchards will be rejuvenated by the excessive rainfall, which 


has not only thoroughly soaked the soD, but filled the sub-soil 
and underlying gravel beds with moisture. The effect will be to 
give new life and productive capacity to fruit trees. Hence 1914 
promises to be a great fruit year — great not only in the quantity, 
but tie quality produced. The abundance will be so great that it 
will not be necessary to supply the home market with the culls 
left over after packing for the eastern market. It will be possi- 
ble this season to get good fruit for home consumption, some- 
thing that was scarcely obtainable during the past two seasons. 


But orchardists are chiefly to be congratulated on the benefit 


their trees have derived from the rain. Their orchards will be 
in much better bearing condition than they have been for some 
years, and the cost "of irrigation will be materially reduced. Fruit 
trees will need very little irrigation this summer, which means a 
good deal to orchardists who rely upon pumps to supply deficien- 
cies in the rainfall. They will get better fruit at lower cost of 
production. 


However, the heavy rainfall will be an injury to orchards in- 


adequately drained. Fruit on trees standing in undrained clay 
soils drops off unmatured or rots when ripening because of exces- 
sive moisture around the roots. In the territory immediately 
around Oakland the whole country is underlaid by gravel which 
absorbs the water and affords natural sub-drainage for the trees. 
It is hardly possible for ioo much rain to fall in this section, there- 
fore the outlook is exceedingly propitious for local orchardists. 


Good Reading for Taxpayers. 


District Attorney Hynes' report to the Board of Supervisors 


is a gratifying document. It shows that the law department of 
the county government is efficiently managed, and that the 
county's litigation has been conducted with success and economy. 
It is a review of the work of the District Attorney's office that 
should be pleasing for the taxpayers. 


Aside from correcting a dangerous abuse, the special patrol 


service instituted on the suburban roads to stop unlawful speed- 
ing by motorists has been a source of revenue instead of an item 
of expense. The fines and forfeitures collected amount to S3335, 
while the cost of the special patrol service was only S1260, leaving 
a balance of $2075 on the profit side of law enforcement. This 
was for a period of six months. But a still more gratifying fea- 
ture is the marked decrease in reckless driving and in the num- 
ber of casualties resulting from violations of the speed law. The 
highways have been safer without cost to the taxpayers. The fol- 
lowing cases have been finally terminated in favor of the county:

The criminal business of the county has been handled with 


diligence and success. Mr. Hynes has made it plain that he will 
not tolerate violations o£ the liquor laws nor close his eyes to 
gambling and offenses of like character. He has been successful 
in the prosecution of criminals and brought the business of his 
office abreast with current events. 


In short, his report is a matter of fact record of duty well per- 


formed in a way that merits commendation.

reports that prospectors have started a 
"radium rush" to the camotlte lands of 
Colorado and Utr,ft, the House mines com- 
mittee hurriedly closed its hearings to- 
day and began preparing a bill for govern- 
ment control of the cation's radium out- 
put.
